Council Approves Revenue Bond Ordinance

Low-cost, tax-exempt bonds to finance the major portion 
of Greenbelt Homes’ Rehabilitation took another step forward 
last week. On Oct, 8 the city council unanimously approved 
an ordinance authorizing the city to issue up to $17.5 million in 
mortgage revenue bonds. Both city manager Jim Giese and 
the bond council Mark Reisman recommended approval, though 


as Giese stated, “there are some 
ters.” 

The potentially serious problems 
center around the words “low- 
cost” and “tax-exempt” and are 
issues over which neither the city 
nor GHI has any control. Because 
of current market conditions, 
Giese reported to council, the pro¬ 
jected interest rate for the bonds 
is between IOVj and 11 percent. 
“The original computations of 
what members would have to pay 
for financing had been based on 
9 percent interest,” he explained. 
This means the cost of the bonds 
will be higher than expected. The 
only offsetting factor is that the 
GHI staff now hopes not to have 
to issue the full amount of $17.5 
million. 

Legislation 

Legislation which could be en¬ 
acted in a lame-duck session of 
Congress following the election 
poses a greater threat — loss of 
tax-exempt status which would 
result in cancellation of the bond 
issue. 

An unresolved argument as to 
whether the more restrictive leg¬ 
islation should be retroactive to 
April, 1979 (favored by the House) 
or become effective January 1, 
1981 (preferred by the Senate) 
has killed all bills to date. While 
Giese thinks there is little chance 
of any legislation being approved, 
he acknowledges that it is pos¬ 
sible. 

Bond counsel Reisman also rec¬ 
ommended going ahead. “If the 
(House legislation) doesn’t get 
through, we’re okay.” The prob¬ 
lem, again is the effect on the in¬ 
terest rate. The uncertainty 
worries prospective investors who 
then demand a higher interest 
rate, Reisman explained. Giese

summed up for all parties when he 
said “GHI wants and needs re¬ 
hab. Much as we don’t like the 
interest rates, this is still the best 
available financing to do the 
work. The alternatives are not as 
good.”

UPDATE 

GHI general manager Ken 
Kopstein advised the News Re¬ 
view on November 3 that GHI, 
its bond counsel and under¬ 
writer are still “dealing with 
the complexities of floating the 
revenue bonds.” In one piece of 
good news, he said, GHI has 
received a favorable bond 
counsel ruling: GHI would be 
able to qualify for tax-exempt 
status under the transitional 
rules of legislation pending in 
Congress. (Though doubtful, 
legislation might be passed 
during a lame-duck session of 
Congress.) 

What still worries GHI are 
the poor market conditions for 
selling bonds at this time. Kop¬ 
stein says GHI is considering 
whether to hold off for four to 
five months in hopes of some 
improvement. At the same 
time he has been exploring 
temporary financing of reha¬ 
bilitation through a short-term 
State construction loan at 8.5 
percent. In this way the work 
would not be held up pending 
sale of bonds. 

Kopstein hopes the situation 
will “crystalize before the end 
of November.” 


New Townhouses Excluded

In response to a petition 
signed by a majority of new 
townhouse owners, the GHI 
Board of Directors at its Octo¬ 
ber 7 meeting voted to exclude 
the new townhouses from the 
upcoming city revenue bond 
issue. As a result of this ac¬ 
tion the new townhouse own¬ 
ers will now have to make 
their own financing arrange¬ 
ments for any necessary im¬ 
provements on their homes. 
The board took this action in 
accordance with the wishes of 
at least 19 of the 25 owners 
who signed the petition after 
receiving assurances that the 
exclusion would not adversely 
affect the bond issue on the 
remainder of GHI’s property. 

According to (special counsel for 
rehabilitation) Patrick Clancy, an 
attorney with Krooth & Altman, 
there are no legal impediments 
to an exclusion of the townhouse 
property from the assets covered 
by the revenue bonds. As Clancy 
explained it the townhouses are 
a distinct legal entity within the 
cooperative and may be segrega¬ 
ted from other GHI assets. Town- 
house owners have different own¬ 
ership contracts and different fi¬ 
nancial arrangements. 

Moreover, it does not appear 
that exclusion of the townhouses 
would significantly affect the mar¬ 
ketability of the bonds or the bond 
interest rate since they represent 
only 2-3% of the total assets of 
GHI. For these reasons the board 
decided to reverse its previous 
policy and let the new townhouses 
out of the bond issue and the re¬ 
habilitation program. 

The board’s action was also pre¬ 
mised on the understanding that 
if the townhouses were excluded 
they would not be permitted to 
share in the benefits derived from 
See GHI, page 5, col.

Postal Service Presents Specifications 
For Co-op Basement as Facility Site

A proposal to relocate the 
Greenbelt main post office un¬ 
der the Co-op supermarket is 
being seriously considered by 
the U.S. Postal Service. In 
recent weeks, Greenbelt Co¬ 
operative, Inc. (GCI) has re¬ 
ceived building specifications 
and the city has received park¬ 
ing lot plans from the U.S. 
Postal Service. 

Although the Postal Service has 
expressed interest in the site for 
some time, Robert Satake, GCI 
Chief Exeutive Officer, told the 
News Review that specifications 
had been received only a few 
weeks ago. The specifications list 
those items the Postal Service 
wants done to the Co-op base 
ment before renting the space. 
Basically Satake explained, the 
basement needs everything — 


new coiling, new lights, new floor, 
special wall coverings, and fixtur¬ 
es for storage and countertops. A 
door for the proposed facility 
would also have to be cut into 
the back side of the building. 

Satake stated that the base¬ 
ment has sufficient space for the 
post office. However, the size of 
the Greenbelt Bow and Bowl 
would have to be reduced. Satake 
explained that the owner has a- 
greed to this change, recognizing 
the need to keep the post office 
in the Center. 

GCI is now getting cost esti¬ 
mates on the work which must be 
done to the basement. “Every¬ 
thing has to be justified econom¬ 
ically.” Satake explained. He 
hopes to have the costs shortly 
and added, “I feel very positive at 
this particular time.” He admit¬ 
ted that GCI orginially made the 
offer because it was felt the Cen¬ 


ter would be adversely affected 
if the post office left. “I think 
the post office is a service that 
almost the entire community de¬ 
pends on," he concluded. 

In order to accept this offer, 
the Postal Service wants a fenced 
parking compound nearby. This 
would have to be obtained from 
tht city, which owns the North 
parking lot. At the October 20 
council session, a parking com¬ 
pound site plan was considered. 
The site plan submitted by the 
Postal Service has two alternate 
locations for the parking com¬ 
pound. City Manager James Giese 
explained in his agenda notes 
that “the size of this enclosure 
has been greatly reduced from 
that indicated as necessary in 
earlier discussions” 

In one plan, a fenced compound 
120 x 40 feet would be made

Gladys Spellman Is Top Vote Getter 
Trailed by Mathias,Carter,QuestionK

When the votes were tallied in Greenbelt on November 4, 
it was clear that Ronald Reagen would be the next president of 
the United States. Although the Democratic team of Jimmy 
Carter and Walter Mondale garnered 48.3% of the vote, it was 
not nearly enough to presage a victory for the Democrats. 
(Carter won in Maryland by 47% of the total vote 
cast for president.) Reagen and Bush gathered 37.6%, Liber¬ 
tarian candidates Edward Clarke and David Koch received 
1.1% and Independent candidates John Anderson and Patrick 
Lucey collected 13%. Anderson’s candidacy appears to have 
hurt the Democrats, who had a three to one edge in registration, 
more than the Republicans in the city. (See chart, page 3) 


In 1964 Lyndon Johnson rolled 
up a 71-29% victory over Barry 
Goldwater. Hubert Humphrey re¬ 
ceived 54.6% of the Greenbelt vote 
topping Richard Nixon in 1968. 
In 1972 challenger George Mc¬ 
Govern barely managed to carry 
the city against Nixon by 52.3%. 
Carter handily beat Ford in 1976 
with 62% of the vote. 

Republican Senator Charles 
McC. Mathias Jr. in his bid for a 
third term repeated his winning 
ways in Greenbelt by soundly de¬ 
feating State Senator Edward T. 
Conroy for the U.S. Senate seat. 
He collected 57,6% of the 6,614 
votes cast. In 1963 and 1974 Ma¬ 
thias beat his Democratic oppo¬ 
nents here, garnering 54% of the 
vote over incumbent Democrat 
Daniel Brewster in 1968 and 59% 
over Democrat Barbara Mikulski 
in 1974. 

In the Congressional race. Con¬ 
gresswoman Gladys Noon 
Spellman trounced her opponent 
Kevin Igoe. She carried the city 
with 82% majority, surpassing 
her previous margins. In 1974 
Spellman received 63% of the 
vote and 66% in 1976. Two years 
ago she rolled up 77% of the 
Greenbelt vote. 

(Mrs. Spellman was hospitalized 
after suffering cardiac arrest on 
October 31. She remains in criti¬ 
cal condition at the Greater Lau¬ 
rel - Beltsville Hospital.) 

The turnout of 7,462 Greenbelt 
voters represented 76.1% of the 
9,807 eligibles. In 1972, 86% of the 
8,3S5 registered voters cast ballots 
and in 1976, 72% of the 8,877 
ciigibles voted.

Of the three questions, three 
alternatives to amend the county 
charter dealing with the 
size of County Council, petition 
sponsored Question K was the 
only one receiving a majority 
(see chart page 3> in Greenbelt. 
County voters also preferred K. 
Question K would reduce the 
number of council seats from 11 
to nine and provide that all mem¬ 
bers would be elected from sepa 
rate districts. Consequently, the 
adoption of K has overridden vo¬ 
ter approvals of 1970 and 1978. In 
approving the charter in 1970 
county voters had opted for a 
council of 11 members, five to be

elected by voters of separate dis¬ 
tricts and six at-large. At that, 
however, the Maryland constitu¬ 
tion did not permit such an ar¬ 
rangement. In 1978, voters in the 
county and state overwhelmingly 
supported an amendment to the 
state constitution to allow the 
1970-approved plan to be imple ¬ 
mented in 1982.

Citizens Protest

On November 3, council reacted 
speedily to citizen concerns about 
METRO by voting to express sup¬ 
port fer a citizens’ petition that 
METRO continue Saturday and 
evening service, as well as begin 
Sunday bus service in Greenbelt. 
Further, council agreed to send a 
staff member to a METRO hear¬ 
ing on November 13 at 7:30 p.m. 
in Largo Senior High School. 

Dorothy Baluch, vice-president 
of Citizens for Greenbelt, called 
council’s attention to the pro¬ 
posed METRO service cutback 
and fare increase. Several citizens 
spoke against the proposed cut-

backs. Josephine Vella told coun 
cil about the petition against the 
cutbacks that the Citizens for 
Greenbelt have circulated. One 
hundred twenty-five signatures 
have been collected, 50 from rid¬ 
ers on a Saturday bus and 68 
from Golden Ago Club members. 
Vella noted that if Saturday serv 
ice "is discontinued, she would 
have to quit her job because she 
uses a bus to get to work. In re¬ 
sponse to a question from council 
about the fare increase, Vella said. 
“I wouldn’t mind paying more, I 
can see their point; but to dis¬ 
continue Saturday service is iso¬ 
lating us for two whole days.” 
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Using Proper Procedures 

To the Editor: 

Evidently neither Bettie Denson 
nor Carl Conrad understands the 
division of duties and responsibili¬ 
ties in a corporation such as 
Greenbelt Homes. The Board of 
Directors and the members set 
policy. Management carries out 
that policy. No member of the co¬ 
operative, not even a board mem¬ 
ber, has any right to attend strict¬ 
ly intra-management conferences. 
Since no member has such a 
right, he has no right to repre¬ 
sentation at such a conference. 
There is one exception to this in 
Greenbelt Homes. If the Audit 
Committee believes that intra¬ 
management conferences need in¬ 
vestigating, then that Committee 
may officially vote to investigate 
and appoint one of its members to 
do so. Even individual members 
of the Audit Committee have no 
business at intra-management 
conferences unless the Audit 
Committee has sent them. 

Therefore, no matter how many 
people sign and send in Bettie 
Denson’s little ad and petition, it 
should have no force or effect. 
No action by members outside the 
body of the membership at duly 
called meetings of the corporation 
has any validity. 

There are quite a few GHI 
members who have expertise in 
the crafts needed for our reha¬ 
bilitation effort. Nothing but 
chaos could result if each of them 
went around to the various work¬ 
sites and instructed the men there 
as to their duties. Similarly, no 
intra-office conference could even 
get off the ground if all of them 
attended and tried to put in their 
ideas. 

If Conrad has found some 
things, as he wanders around 
GHI, that he thinks should be 
changed, then he should make a 
note of them and turn that over 
to the manager for any action the 
manager sees fit to take. If he 
feels the action has not been tak¬ 
en, he can present it at a board 
meeting. He has no right, by him¬ 
self, to represent members in 
management conferences or to in¬ 
struct foremen, contractors or 
workmen as to their duties. 
Whether or not he is correct, he 
only impedes progress. There is a 
right way to do it. If Conrad 
wishes to take action, let us hope 
that in the future, he will take it 
cither through General Manager 
Ken Kopstein or through the 
board at a meeting.

GHI Notified By NLRB 

Greenbelt Homes, Inc. has re¬ 
ceived notification from the Na¬ 
tional Labor Relations Board of a 
charge of unfair labor practices 
pending against the corporation. 
The charge was filed by the Team¬ 
sters Union, Local 639, on August 
26, 1980, following the firing of 
four GHI employees on August 18 
—Carl Pearson, Paul Schwan, 
Ronald Summers and Joseph 
Watson. Named in the complaint 
as agents of the corporation are 
Kenneth J. Kopstein, General 
Manager, and Joseph M. Whalen, 
Structures Foreman. 

According to the complaint, the 
four employees were fired “be¬ 
cause of their membership in, as¬ 
sistance to, and activities on be¬ 
half of the Union and to discour¬ 
age membership in, assistance to, 
and activities on behalf of the 
Union by other employees.” If 
proven, such an act would consti¬ 
tute an unfair labor practice. 

GHI is given 10 days for its 
response, which is being prepared 
by the corporation’s labor attor¬ 
ney, C. Robert Moore, A hearing 
on the complaint will be held on 
Sept. 8, 1981. before an Adminis¬ 
trative Law Judge of the NLRB. 
In the interim, GHI has the op¬ 
tion to work with the Teamsters 
to negotiate a settlement.

Council Gears Up to Support 
METRO E-Line Unchanged

The final decision on the route for the Metrorail line from 
Greenbelt to the District of Columbia boundary could be made 
by the beginning of the new year, reports Gerald Gough, METRO 
spokesman. But, warns Gough, if expected, opposition at an 
upcoming public hearing forces consideration of other routes 
than the one now proposed, then the final decision could be 
delayed by several more years. In fact, he adds, such a delay 
might prove so expensive that a Greenbelt Metrorail line could 
not be constructed. 


Gough, a Greenbelt resident 
and former city councilman, 
made that assessment to city 
council at its October 20 meeting. 
(He later gave additional infor¬ 
mation in an interview with the 
News Review.) The public hear¬ 
ing at Mount Rainier Jr. High 
School on Monday, November 18, 
at 7:30 p.m.. may draw strong 
organized opposition to the pre¬ 
sently proposed route from citi¬ 
zens of the University Park and 
College Park Woods communi¬ 
ties. The city council last summer 
had discussed ways in which it 
might enlist the support of other 
local governments and communi¬ 
ties to counter such opposition. 
Gough was invited to bring coun¬ 
cil up to date as a prelude to such 
action. 

Gough explained that the 
Mount E,ainier hearing is sched¬ 
uled to be the last in a series of 
four such hearings that began 
last spring. The hearing will fo¬ 
cus on the only unresolved parts 
of the overall Greenbelt route: 
the location of the West Hyatts- 
ville station and the alignment of 
the outbound route from Prince 
Georges Plaza to the B&O rail¬ 
road tracks. Representatives of 
the University Park and College 
Woods communities vigorously 
contested an earlier proposed 
alignment because of its impact 
on existing housing and commer¬ 
cial structures within their areas. 
They argued that the Metrorail 
route should avoid their com¬ 
munities entirely. Since then 
METRO technical staff have 
made adjustments in the align¬ 
ment which will reduce the num¬ 
ber of structures directly affect¬ 
ed. Staff members hope the 
changes will also ease the inten¬ 
sity of community opposition. 

What happens at the Mount 
Rainier hearing, explained Gough, 
will probably determine the fu¬ 
ture of the Greenbelt line. Af¬ 
ter the hearing, METRO staff will 
prepare a report for decision by 
the County Council and then by 
the WMATA board of directors. 
If valid opposition has been suffi¬ 
ciently reduced, then the County 
Council should be able to accept 


sentially as now proposed, with 
no major changes. The WMATA 
board of directors could be ex¬ 
pected to agree, and the final de- 
sion on the exact alignment of the 
entire route from Greenbelt to 
the District line could be made 
by the beginning of the year. If 
that happens, there could be rail 
service to Greenbelt by 1990. 

On the other hand, said Gough, 
continued strong opposition to the 
present alignment could lead the 
County Council to ask METRO 
for major changes in the route. 
If that happens, new environmen¬ 
tal impact studies would be re¬ 
quired which, Gough observed, 
normally take from 18 months to 
two years. Gough warned that 
the inflationary costs of such fur¬ 
ther delay could lead the Federal 
and state funding agencies to 
withdraw their support of the 
Greenbelt line. In that event, 
there might never be a Metrorail 
service for Greenbelt. 

After Gough completed his 
summary, city council briefly 
discussed the situation. There 
was agreement that the city sup¬ 
ports the presently proposed 
route, and would like to bring to¬ 
gether representatives of other 
affected communities for a formal 
presentation bv METRO. Mayor 
Gill Weidenfeld su^ "ested that 
council should not attempt to in¬ 
fluence directly the views of oth¬ 
er community representatives, 
but should let the presentation 
bv METRO do the "selling.” 
Gou r h offered the heln of MET¬ 
RO staff for that purpose. 

The meetin-’*' will be held on 
Thursdav. November 1.3, at 7:30 
p.m. in the Council Chambers.

ther to honor the request of the 
new townhouse owners to be ex¬ 
cluded from the bond issue has 
several facets. From a legal 
standpoint “I do not think carving 
out the townhouses would pose a 
problem/' said Reisman. How¬ 
ever, from a marketing stand¬ 
point, he continued, the answer 
might be different and should be 
addressed by the underwriters. 

Councilman Richard Pilski 
wanted to know whether the or¬ 
dinance would need to be amend- 
e I to reflect the change. Reisman 
i ud no. A later resolution will 
give an opportunity to define the 
property to be included. GHI 
general manager Ken Kopstein 
advised council that the issue 
would “receive a full airing at the 
October 9 GHI board meeting and 
hope to make a decision/' 

“That’s a decision for the GHI 
board and members/' agreed 
Councilman Richard Castaldi, at¬ 
tempting to steer council away 
from discussing the merits of the 
issue. However, Councilman 
Charles Schwan felt differently. 
No one should “serve as intermed¬ 
iary between citizens and their 
council. We should hear them. If 
this is so wrapped up with GHI 
that it can’t be disentangled, then 
defer to the GHI board/' 

Schwan, Councilman Tom White 
and Mayor Gil Weidenfeld all ex¬ 
pressed the hope that the wishes 
of the townhouse members would 
be respected, if possible. (See ad¬ 
jacent story for GHI Board de¬ 
cision.)

the lower interest rates achieved 
in the rehabilitation program 
which are to be comingled and 
spread throughout the entire mem¬ 
bership. 

Two reasons apparently under¬ 
lie the townhouse owners request; 
for exclusion. Some owners feel 
that extensive rehabilitation of the 
ten year old homes will not be 
necessary and they prefer to fi¬ 
nance any needed improvements 
themselves. 

A second reason is that exclu¬ 
sion from the bond issue enables 
the townhouse owners to preserve 
their present legal status as fee 
simple owners of their property. 
Some believe that this status 
makes financing easier to obtain 
when selling a home since the 
buyer is able to finance the pur¬ 
chase through a conventional first 
mortgage rather than the equity 
financing arrangement used by all 
other GHI homeowners. One ad¬ 
vantage which all members will 
derive from the exclusion is that 
townhouse owners will not be put 
in competition with other mem¬ 
bers for the same sources of fi¬ 
nancing home resales. 

One concern with the Board’s 
decision expressed by Board mem¬ 
ber Margaret Hogensen, is that 
the extent of rehabilitation of the 
new townhouses and the ultimate 
cost of that work is not completely 
clear at this time. If serious, 
unanticipated rehabilitation prob¬ 
lems develop later^on, the town- 
house owners may have to bear 
a heavy, unexpected financial bur¬ 
den. 

On the motion to exclude the 
townhouses, Steve Curtis and 
John Lewis voted no. Curtis ap¬ 
parently wished to postpone the 
decision for at least one week to 
allow the townhouse owners addi¬ 
tional time to investigate the ram 
ifications of exclusion. 


CHORALE HITS HIGH C

This was my first experience in 
hearing the Greenbelt-Lanham 
Chorale. I was extremely surpris¬ 
ed as I listened intently, looking 
away from the stage and then 
back again because I couldn’t be¬ 
lieve my ears. Could this quality 
of performance be coming from 
a small community chorus? 

A week ago Monday evening, at 
the Utopia Theater, Edmund Lew¬ 
is and his 24-piece “Human Or¬ 
gan” made beautiful music. Lewis 
led his singers through some very 
difficult and intricate music, a 
requiem mass, “Missa Pro De- 
dunctis” by Thomas Luis de Vic¬ 
toria and three motets by Anton 
Bruckner. That Lewis has the tal¬ 
ent, knowledge and daring to at¬ 
tempt this exciting type of pro¬ 
gram is to both his and the cho¬ 
rale’s credit. 

The opening part of the evening 
by Victoria was by far the best. 
The group has a lush sound and 
executes under expert hands. 
Four voices sang the cantor part 
with professional flair. Diane 
Donnelly, Cliff Blendermann, 
Mike Fitzmaurice and Dave 
Whiteman accepted the assign¬ 
ment with only a single pitch pipe 
note to start them. The music 
that followed was good enough to 
record. 

After a short intermission, the 
Bruckner pieces were performed. 
I’m sorry to say that certain 
weaknesses showed up during the 
“forte" singing and on occasion it 
sounded as if a few of the singers 
had added notes to Bruckner’s 
very full chords. 

The tone should remain con¬ 
trolled and in good focus with 
more support to the lower part of 
the body when one sings louder 
(or forte). Hurrahs to Lewis and 
the chorale. I look forward to 
hearing them again soon.

Dorothy Gropp Honored 
As Distinguished Alumni 

Mrs. Dorothy Gropp was one of 
four alumni honored with the Dis¬ 
tinguished Alumni Award by Em¬ 
poria State University, Emporia, 
Kansas at its homecoming week¬ 
end, October 24-26. Gropp was 
honored for her outstanding ca¬ 
reer as a librarian. 

Gropp graduated from E.S.U. in 
1929 with major studies in Libra¬ 
ry Science. She began her career 
in Sao Paulo, Brazil, for the pur¬ 
pose of reorganizing the Macken¬ 
zie College Library along modern 
library methods. While there, two 
years, she gave a training course 
to the staff of the library. The 
course was expanded and evn- 
tually became a Library School 
under the auspices of the Public 
Library System. Today the school 
is a part of the School of Politi¬ 
cal Science in Sao Paulo. This 
beginning served as a tremendous 
impact on library organization 
and the training of librarians in 
Brazil. 

Groop accompanied her husband 
(also a distinguished alumnus of 
E.S.U., 1970) as Field Secretary, 
on a two-year survey, 1937-1938, 
of libraries and archives of Cen¬ 
tral America and the West In¬ 
dies for the Middle American Re¬ 
search Institute of Tulane Uni¬ 
versity of Louisiana. She assisted 
in the preparation of the ensuing 
700-page report of the survey. 

Subsequently, she became the 
head cataloger of material for 
the American Meteorological So¬ 
ciety’s abstract service. This is 
rated among the upper ten of ab¬ 
stracting services in the United 
States due in large part to the 
high standard of bibliographical 
processing. At present Gropp is 
Associate Librarian at the Na¬ 
tional Council of the Aging in the 
District of Columbia.

against the side wall of the Co¬ 
op, extending % the length of the 
building starting from the east 
end. Giese noted that sidewalk 
access would be a problem in this 
alternative. City staff also ques¬ 
tioned whether the angled park¬ 
ing could be kept in the median 
across from this site. However, 
Councilman Richard Castaldi no¬ 
ted that only eleven feet were 
needed for one-way traffic. 

In the alternate, a space 160 x 
24 feet would be used on the far 
side of the parking lot across 
from the proposed post office. 
Both compounds would be sur¬ 
rounded by an eight-foot-high 
chain link fence with sliding 
gates. A loading zone and plat¬ 
form adjacent to the building 
would be needed in both plans. 
The platform would be at floor 
level, not truck level, Giese noted. 
However, Giese questioned the 
necessity of eliminating parking 
spaces across from the platform. 
He did not feel the extra room 
was needed to maneuver post of¬ 
fice trucks. 

Although Giese felt neither plan 
would create serious parking 
problems, he suggested that a 
better plan could be devised. 
Perhaps, he said, the lot could go 
into city parkland. 

Reminding councii that he sup¬ 
ported the Crescent and Parkway 
post office site, Councilman Rich¬ 
ard Pilski called the present plan, 
“a makeshift thing.” He ques¬ 
tioned the impact of this location 
on greenspace, parking, the arch¬ 
ery range, and the Labor Day 


APB REPORT 

At its November 3 session, 
city council accepted the APB 
report on the postal facility 
site. While it has a number of 
concerns about the proposal, 
APB “strongly endorses the 
concept of locating the Postal 
facility in the lower level of 
the Co-op building.” APB pre¬ 
fers a fenced vehicle compound 
across the parking lot from 
the Co-op building. The board 
feels this site would relieve 
parking in the upper lot, retain 
the sidewalk behind Co-op and 
provide better customer access 
to the proposed post office. 
However, APB raised ques¬ 
tions about the impact of the 
proposal on the Labor Day 
Festival and the Maryland 
National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission ease¬ 
ment on the wall mural at the 
rear of the building. Further, 
APB suggests the city engineer 
and an urban designer review 
the plan. Finally, APB states 
“the split facility option should 
remain open should the above 
concept not be feasible.” 


Festival. 

Council decided to inform the 
Postal Service that the plan was 
being considered and that council 
may wish to make some modifi¬ 
cations. The plan was forwarded 
to city staff, the Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Board, and the Park and 
Recreation Advisory Board for 
recommendations.
